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During summer, with fam-
ilies vacationing in unfamil-
iar areas, Mrs. Lynch urges
an alertness to trees and
shrubs such as wild cherry,
oak, elderberry and black
locust, all of which contain
poisonous substances. in
twigs, foliage, and bark,

om-
an also urges a check.of cup-
boards in the home, pointing
out that all dangerous sub-
stances should be locked up;
do not store poisonous sub-
stances in.food or beverage
containers; read all labels
and follow directions; be
sure all poisons are clearly
marked; use adequate venti-
lation when using weed kill-
ers and cleansing fluids.

In giving medicine, Mrs,
Lynch -urges readers not to
take or give medicine in the
dark; do not take medicine
from an ‘unlabeled bottle;
date all drug supplies; weed
out the left-overs regularly;
use a prescription drug only
for the patient for whom the
physician has ordered it.
